Ethics of Fertilizer 
Industry Are Improved 
The fertilizer Industry has become 
firmly established among leg itimate 
business 
institutions, 
according 
to 
E. B. Wells, soil specialist of the Kan­ 
sas State Ag ricultural colleg e. 
When 
commercial fertilizers were first intro­ 
duced into Kansas, he ex plained, little 
attention was paid either to q uality or 
g rade. Flash titles, tog ether with low 
price, larg ely determined the sale of 
the product. 
Today manufacturers 
have found 
that if the business is to be leg itimate 
It must be founded upon scientific rea­ 
soning 
and 
ex perimental 
evidence. 
The number of brands are being re­ 
duced and the q uality of products are 
being improved. 
Few low g rade mix ­ 
tures are put upon the market today 
by reputable companies.

should be applied at the rate of 20 
| tons to an acre and should be worked 
\ into the solL 


By converting it into cottag e cheese, 
farmers could g et from 15 to 30 cents 
a g allon for the skim milk ordinarily 
I fed to the hog s, according to P. H. 
Tracy of the dairy manufactures divi­ 
sion, colleg e of ag riculture, University 
of Illinois. A g allon of skim milk will 
make from 
1% to 1% pounds of cot­ 
tag e cheese, which usually sells for 
12Va to 20 cents a pound, he pointed 
out. 
Cottag e cheese is easy to make 
on the farm and takes only a limited 
amount of eq uipment. 
“There are various methods of mak­ 
ing cottag e cheese. The following pro­ 
cedure probably would be most con­ 
venient for the farm. 
In one method, 
Junket, a tablet containing rennet Is 
used, whereas In the other method the 
curd Is set throug h the natural process 
of souring . 
The rennet cheese is a 
little more desirable. 
Must Be Hig h Quality . 
“The milk used must be of hig h 
q uality . 
It should come from clean, 
healthy cows. 
Care should be taken 
to see that the milk utensils have 
been thoroug hly washed and rinsed 
with scalding water. 
They should be 
rinsed ag ain just before they are used. 
This applies to the separator as well 
as the pails, strainers and cans. 
“Cool the separated milk to 75 de­ 
g rees and place that to be made into 
cheese in a vessel such as a larg e 
double boiler. 
If junket is to be used, 
dissolve the tablet in a pint of cold 
water and then add to the milk, stir­ 
ring well. One tablet contains enoug h 
rennet to sot about 50 g allons of milk 
and the above solution should be used 
according ly . 
The rest should be kept 
cold until used, as It deteriorates rap­ 
idly at room temperatures. 
“Hold tiie milk at a temperature as 
near 75 deg rees as possible for about 
18 to 20 hours. 
When it is ready to 
cut there will be a slig ht amount of 
whey on top, the curd will be firm and 
will cut clean when a spoon is passed 
throug h it. 
Heat Slowly. 
“Gently break up the curd Into small 
cubes and heat slowly with very g entle 
ag itation. If no Junket has been added 
heat to about 9 2 deg rees in about 30 
minutes and hold at that temperature 
until the curd is firm enoug h to split 
open when sq ueezed. It should not be 
heated so long that it Is toug h and rub­ 
bery . 
Usually from 5 to 15 minutes 
will be necessary to firm the curd. 
“If junket has been used, heat the 


j 
curd slower but to a hig her tempera­ 
ture, 
g oing to about 110 deg rees to 


j 
112 deg rees In about 60 to 75 minutes’ 
I time. 
Hold the cheese at 110 deg rees 
| to 112 deg rees until the curd is firmed. 
“Drain the whey throug h cheese­ 
cloth or strainer and wash curd twice 
with cold water In order to chill curd 
and remove ex cess acid. 
The wash 
water is removed each time the same 
as whey . 
“As soon as the curd seems to have 
drained dry add salt at the rate of 2 
ounces for each 10 pounds of curd, and 
packag e. A little cream will make the 
cheese more palatable. 
Glass jars or 
paraffined paper containers may be 
used to advantag e for marketing the 
product. 
“The finished product should be In 
the form of larg e mellow flakes and 
should not be soft or pasty or toug h. 
Neither should It have a hig h acid 
flavor."

Smithsonian Explorers Have 
Ranged Many Lands. 


Washington.—How 
scieree 
ranges 
the world in a quiet, ceaseless quest 
for material xvi til which to build fuller 
conceptions of our universe is well 
Illustrated by the Smithsonian insti­ 
tution’s exploration pamphlet for IOSSI, 
which is just off the press. The book 
might properly be called “The Adven­ 
ture of Science.” 
It describes briefly 
35 excursions into the field—lf trips, 
to Sumatra, to China, to Algeria, Balu­ 
chistan and southwest Africa, to Alas­ 
ka, may correctly be called excursions. 
Their 
purpose 
included, 
among 
others, the capture of live wild game, 
the 
unearthing 
of 
buried 
villages 
which nourished in prehistoric Amer­ 
ica, the collection of fossil footprints 
ami fossil elephants and shells, the 
gathering of ferns in West Indian 
mountains, and of minerals in Mex­ 
ico. 
The short impersonal narratives 
evoke the picture of men keenly ex­ 
pectant before the curtained stage of 
nature. 
They bury forever the dead 
myth of tile “dry-as-dust” character 
of science. 
The introdt 'lion to the pamphlet 
reveals that “during the past year 
more expeditions in which the Smith­ 
sonian was represented have gone out 
than ever before, and this in spite of 
the fact that tile institution has prac­ 
tically no unrestricted funds for field 
work.” 
Field Work Essential. 
“Field work is essential to the ad­ 
vance of nearly all branches of sci­ 
ence,” 
continues 
the 
introduction, 
“particularly those which the Smith­ 
sonian institution is at present en­ 
gaged In promoting, namely, geology, 
biology, anthropology and astrophys­ 
ics. 
Tile institution, therefore, em­ 
braces every opportunity of putting 
expeditions in the field to obtain de­ 
sired Information or collections, either 
under its own auspices through finan­ 
cial assistance from its friends or in 
co-operation with other agencies which 
will benefit equally from the work.” 
The year’s expeditions were headed 
by a 30,000-mile journey to Algeria, 
Baluchistan and southwest Africa, un­ 
dertaken by I >r. C. G. Abbot, acting 
secretary of the Smithsonian, under 
tile auspices of the National Geo­ 
graphic society and the Smithsonian, 
to select a site for a solar observatory 
in the eastern hemisphere. Ile picked 
Mount l ’rukkaros among the Hotten­ 
tots of southwest Africa and the ob­ 
servatory is already functioning there. 
The purpose of the field work of the 
Smithsonian’s astrophysical observa­ 
tory, according to Doctor Abbot, has 
been aimed for the last eight years to 
solve the question of whether the sun 
varies, and, if so, what effects on our 
weather do tile changes of solar heat 
produce? 
Another section of Africa—Tangan­ 
yika territory—provided the scene for 
the 
Smithsonian-Chrysler 
llve-game 
collecting expedition under Dr. Wil­ 
liam B. Mann. The expedition brought 
home about 1,700 live animals for Hie 
national zoological park under Smith­ 
sonian direction, including a pair of 
giraffes, five impalla, a greater kudu, 
an eland, a blue duiker, red duiker, 
three white-bearded kru, four wart­ 
hogs and quantities of birds, small 
mammals and reptiles. 
Tile success of the expedition was 
made possible by the hearty co-opera­ 
tion of the game department of Tan­ 
ganyika, and an all-inclusive license 
from tile governor. 
This proved in­ 
valuable, because of the numerous na­ 
tive 
gamekeepers 
who 
were 
con­ 
stantly dropping in on the camp, ask­ 
ing to see the license, taking its num­ 
ber and the names of the party and 
inquiring 
from 
the native hunters 
what the purpose of the expedition 
was. The license also enabled Doctor 
Mann to hire 90 porters of the Warn- 
boro and Wambugo tribes, who are so 
swift that they can run down animals. 
Several attempts to capture young 
rhino failed, due to the absence of 
young. Adult rhinos charged the party 
five times, without Inflicting serious 
damage. 
Doctor Mann refutes the 
theory that the tick birds warn their 
hosts of an approaching enemy. Th^se 
birds cluster thickly on the rhinoceros 
to eat the ticks which are so abundant 
on his body. At the approach of any 
suspicious object the tick birds make 
a loud twittering, thereby Indicating 
to men the whereabouts of the rhinoc­ 
eros.

Valuable Cheese

By converting It into cottage cheese, 
farmers could get from 15 to 30 cents 
a gallon for the skim milk ordinarily 
fed to the hogs, according to P. H. 
Tracy of the dairy manufactures divi­ 
sion, college of agriculture, University 
of Illinois. A gallon of skim milk will 
make from IM to V& pounds of cot­ 
tage cheese, which usually sells for 
12^ to 20 cents a pound, he pointed 
out 
Cottage cheese is easy to make 
on the farm and takes only a limited 
amount of equipment. 
“There are various methods of mak­ 
ing cottage cheese. The following pro­ 
cedure probably would be most con­ 
venient for the farm. 
In one method. 
Junket, a tablet containing rennet Is 
used, whereas in the other method the 
curd Is set through the natural process 


i of souring. 
The rennet cheese Is a 
little more desirable. 
Must Be High Quality. 
“The rnifk used must be of high 
quality. 
It should come from clean, 
healthy cows. 
Care should be taken 
to see that the milk utensils have 
been thoroughly washed and rinsed 
with scalding water. 
They should be 
rinsed again just before they are used. 
This applies to the separator as we!! 
as the palls, strainers and cans. 
“Cool the separated milk to 75 de­ 
grees and place that to be made into 
cheese In a vessel such as a large 
double boiler. 
If junket is to be used, 
dissolve the tablet In a pint of cold 
water and then add to the milk, stir­ 
ring well. One tablet contains enough 
rennet to set about 50 gallons of milk 
and the above solution should be used 
accordingly. 
The rest should be kept 
cold until used, as It deteriorates rap­ 
idly at ro«un temperatures. 
“Hold the milk at a temperature as 
near 7." degrees as possible for about 
18 to 20 hours. 
When It Is ready to 
cut there will be a slight amount of 
whey on top, the curd will be firm and 
will cut clean when a spoon is passed 
through it. 
Heat Slowly. 
“Gently break up the curd into small 
cubes and heat slowly with very gentle 
agitation. If no Junket has been added 
heat to about 92 degrees in about 30 
minutes and hold at that temperature 
until the curd is firm enough to split 
open when squeezed. It should not be 
heated so long that it is tough and rub­ 
bery. 
Usually from 5 to 15 minutes 
will be necessary to firm the curd. 
“If junket has been used, heat the 
curd slower but to a higher tempera, 
ture, going to about HO degrees to 
112 degrees in about GO to 75 minutes’ 
time. 
Hold the cheese at IID degrees 
to 112 degrees until the curd Is firmed. 
“Drain the whey through cheese­ 
cloth or strainer and wash curd twice 
with cold water In order to chill curd 
and remove excess acid. 
The wash 
water is removed each time the same 
as whey. 
“As soon as the curd seems to have 
drained dry add salt at the rate of 2 
ounces for each IO pounds of curd, and 
package. A little cream will make the 
cheese more palatable. 
Glass Jars or 
paraffined paper containers may be 
used to advantage for marketing the 
product.

F T E R Nicholas Appcrt’s inven­ 
tion of canning saved sailors 
from the scourge of scurvy by 
providing them with garden foods and 
fresh meats, the sea 
returned the 
compliment 
by 
sending 
deep-sea 
dainties to people who live far in­ 
land. 
Today there are thirty-five 
varieties of fish products canned, and 
the housewife finds at least as many 
more ways of using them. 


People of every race live in the 
United States, and they have brought 
their liking for their native foods with 
them. 
Consequently we have “finnan 
haddie,” French Caviar, sardines, and 
anchovies 
from 
the 
Mediterranean 
chiefly as appetizers in various re­ 
cipes for hors d’o.uvres. 
But much 
of the fish labelled “imported” comes 
from under the jurisdiction of Can­ 
ada, with which country the United 
States has a friendly agreement about 
fisheries. 
Canned haddock* cod, her­ 
ring, mack rel, sardines, shad, and 
shell fish are largely east coast indus­ 
tries ; salmon and tuna fish are canned 
chiefly on the west coast. 


In all fish lore the sardine has the 
most curious history. 
Guiglio Tren- 
tino, an Italian, began preserving pil­ 
chard minnows on the island of Sar­ 
dinia about 1850. 
He called them 
“sardines.” 
France, Spain and Italy 
began to put up these minnows too, 
and small sprats as well. 
In Norway 
they can mussa and si Id fish and call 
them sardines. In Maine and in Japan 
the fish used are small herring; in 
California, a species of pilchard, and 
in other countries various kinds of 
small fish. 
It will be seen that there 
is no such fish as a sardine. 
As a 
m atter of fact the kind of fish canned 
as sardines does not m atter much; 
the quality depend* on the way they 


are canned. 
The little fish are so 
delicate that they must be handled 
with great care. 
The general proce­ 
dure is to behead, clean and wash 
them, fry them in deep fat, drain, pack 
them carefully in flat tins, and fill 
the tins with olive oil. 
Oysters, so often the housewife’s 
stand-by for a cocktail, soup, or scal­ 
lop, are put up chiefly in Maryland, 
down the Atlantic coast to Florida 
and 
around 
the Gulf 
of Mexico. 
Along the north Atlantic coast they 
were once abundant, but now must 
be artificially cultivated, and fresh 
oysters bring such good prices in 
eastern cities that it does not pay to 
can them. 
W ho has not tasted, and asked 
for clam chowder? 
Three kinds of 
clams are packed, the hard and soft 
clams of the Atlantic coast, and a 
Pacific coast species, the razor clam. 
Shrimps, crabs, and lobsters make 
the foundation for some of the inland 
housewife’s most attractive and nu­ 
tritious salads. 
Shrimps are canned 
chiefly in States bordering on the 
Gulf of Mexico where they are abund­ 
ant. 
Only the tail is eaten. 
Canned 
crabs come mostly from the Norfolk 
and Virginia coast and from Japan 
where crabs are plentiful and the 
people work for small wages to can 
them. 
Lobsters are caught in traps 
or pots along the N orth Atlantic 
coast, and brought alive to the can­ 
nery, boiled for about thirty minutes, 
and their meat taken from the shell 
in as large pieces as possible. 
Only a beginning has been made 
along the sea coasts of America in 
preparing and canning anchovies, al­ 
though these beautiful, 
small 
fish 
blue-brown and silvery white, are ab­ 
undant along our coasts. The Mediter­ 
ranean is famous for anchovies, the 


industry of picking and spicing them 
being 
mainly carried 
< n 
near 
its 
shores. 
Anchovies are an ancient ap­ 
petizer. 
They were a favorite at Ro­ 
man banquets in early times. 


Caviar, the famous Russian tidbit, 
recently become familiar in American 
stores and markets, was originally 
made from roe of sturgeon, but now 
excellent caviar, made from the roe 
of salmon, codfish, herring, or white 
fish, can be bought at lower prices. 
The tuna is a splendid game of the 
mackerel species which was not used 
for canning until 1903. 
In that year 
A. P. Half hill, a sardine canner, near 
San Pedro, faced financial ruin be­ 
cause of the failure of the sardine 
run. 
So he turned to tuna fish, find­ 
ing a means of preserving them by a 
special steam pr cess. 
Canned with 
fine salad oil, the tuna attained sc 
great a popularity that it now stands 
third in the value of all our tinned 
sea foods. Its flesh resembles chicken. 
It is often called “chicken of the 
sea” and is nerved many times in place 
of meat. 
Creamed on toast, or in 
salads it always finds enthusiastic 
favor. 
Salmon is a story by itself. 
Most 
of the world’s salmon is put up near 
the mouths of four of the longest 
salmon rivers: the Yukon, the Colum­ 
bia, the 
Frazer, and 
the 
Copper. 
Canned salmon is used baked, in soup, 
cold in salads and sandwiches, fried in 
hors d’oeuvres, "and in many other 
wrays. 
Like some other cea fish, it 
contains iodine, so necessary to the in­ 
land dweller, and in feed value as 
well as pr'pulari*y ranks first among 
I sea foods.

Smithsonian Explorers Have 
Ranged Many Lands. 


Washington.—How 
scierce 
ranges 
the world in a quiet, ceaseless quest 
for material with which to build fuller 
conceptions of our universe is well 
illustrated by the Smithsonian instl* 
tution’s exploration pamphlet for 1920. 
which is just off the press. The book 
might properly he called “Tile Adven­ 
ture of Science.” 
It describes briefly 
35 excursions into the field—if trips, 
to Sumatra, to China, to Algeria, Balu­ 
chistan and southwest Africa, to Alas­ 
ka, may correctly be called excursions. 
Their 
purpose 
included, 
among 
others, the capture of live wild game, 
tile 
unearthing 
of 
buried 
villages 
which flourished in prehistoric Amer­ 
ica. the collection of fossil footprints 
and fossil elephants and shells, the 
gathering of ferns in West Indian 
mountains, and of minerals in Mex­ 
ico. 
The short impersonal narratives 
evoke the picture of men keenly ex­ 
pectant before the curtained stage of 
nature. 
They bury forever the dead 
myth of the “dry-as-dust” character 
of science. 
The introduction to the pamphlet 
reveals that “during the past year 
more expeditions in which the Smith­ 
sonian was represented have gone out 
than ever before, and this in spite of 
the fact that the institution has prac­ 
tically no unrestricted funds for field 
work.” 
Field Work Essential. 
“Field work Is essential to the ad­ 
vance of nearly all branches of sci­ 
ence,” 
continues 
the 
introduction, 
“particularly those which the Smith­ 
sonian institution is at present en­ 
gaged in promoting, namely, geology, 
biology, anthropology and astrophys­ 
ics. 
The institution, therefore, em­ 
braces every opportunity of putting 
expeditions in the field to obtain de­ 
sired Information or collections, either 
under its own auspices through finan­ 
cial assistance from its friends or In 
co-operation with other agencies which 
will benefit equally from the work.” 
The year’s expeditious were headed 
by a 30,000-mile journey to Algeria, 
Baluchistan and southwest Africa, un­ 
dertaken by Dr. C. G. Abbot, acting 
secretary of the Smithsonian, under 
the auspices of the National Geo­ 
graphic society and the Smithsonian, 
to select a site for a solar observatory 
in the eastern hemisphere. He picked 
Mount Brnkkaroa among the Hotten­ 
tots of southwest Africa and the ob­ 
servatory Is already functioning there. 
The purpose of the field work of the 
Smithsonian’s astrophysical observa­ 
tory, according to Doctor Abbot, has 
been aimed for the last eight years to 
solve the question of whether the sun 
varies, and, if so, what effects on our 
weather do the changes of solar heat 
produce? 
Another section of Africa—Tangan­ 
yika territory—provided the scene for 
tho 
Smithsonian-Chrysler 
live-game 
collecting expedition under Dr. Wil­ 
liam lh Mann. The expedition brought 
home about 1,700 live animals for the 
national zoological park under Smith­ 
sonian direction, including a pair of 
giraffes, five impalla, a greater kudu, 
an eland, a blue duiker, red duiker, 
three white-bearded kru, four wart­ 
hogs and quantities of birds, small 
mammals and reptiles. 
The success of the expedition was 
made possible by the hearty co-opera­ 
tion of the game department of Tan­ 
ganyika, and an all-inclusive license 
from the governor. 
This proved in­ 
valuable, because of the numerous na­ 
tive 
gamekeepers 
who 
were 
con­ 
stantly dropping in on the camp, ask­ 
ing to see the license, taking its num­ 
ber and the names of the party and 
inquiring 
from 
the native hunters 
what the purpose of the expedition 
was. The license also enabled Doctor 
Mann to hire 90 porters of the Wain* 
boro and Wawbugo tribes, who are so 
swift that they can run down animals. 
Several attempts to capture young 
rhino failed, due to the absence of 
young. Adult rhinos charged the party 
five times, without indicting serious 
damage. 
Doctor Maun refutes the 
theory that Hie tick birds warn their 
hosts of an approaching enemy. Tb$M 
birds cluster thickly on the rhinoceros 
to eat the ticks which are so abundant 
on his body. 
At the approach of any 
suspicious object the tick birds make 
a loud twittering, thereby Indicating 
to men the whereabouts of the rhinoc­ 
eros.

Skim Milk Makes 
Valuable Cheese 


Brown Plaid Tweed It 
Used for Sport Coa» 


Farmers Could Get Good 
Money for Product Now 
Given to Swine. 


By converting It into cottage cheese, 
farmers could get from 15 to 30 cents 
a gallon for the skim milk ordinarily 
fed to the hogs, according to P. H. 
Tracy of the dairy manufactures divi­ 
sion, college of agriculture, University 
of Illinois. A gallon of skim milk will 
make from 1% to 1% pounds of cot­ 
tage cheese, which usually sells for 
12% to 20 cents a pound, he pointed 
out 
Cottage cheese Is easy to make 
on the farm and takes only a limited 
amount of equipment. 
“There are various methods of mak­ 
ing cottage cheese. The following pro­ 
cedure probably would be most con­ 
venient for the farm. 
In one method. 
Junket a tablet containing rennet Is 
used, whereas In the other method the 
curd Is set through the natural process 
of souring. 
The rennet cheese Is a 
little more desirable. 
Must Be High Quality. 
“The milk used must be of high 
quality. 
It should come from clean, 
healthy cows. 
Care should be taken 
to see that the milk utensils have 
been thoroughly washed and rinsed 
with scalding water. 
They should be 
rinsed again just before they are used. 
This applies to the separator as well 
as the pails, strainers and cans. 
“Cool the separated milk to 75 de­ 
grees and place that to be made into 
cheese in a vessel such as a large 
double boiler. 
If junket Is to be used, 
dissolve the tablet in a pint of cold 
water and then add to the milk, stir-

and the above solution should be used 
accordingly. 
The rest should be kept 
cold until used, as it deteriorates rap­ 
idly at room temperatures. 
“Hold the milk at a temperature as 
near 7." degrees as possible for about 
IS to 20 hours. 
When It Is ready to 
cut there will be a slight amount of 
whey on top, the curd will be firm and 
will cut clean when a spoon Is passed 
through It. 
Heat Slowly. 
“Gently break up the curd Into small 
cubes and heat slowly with very gentle 
agitation. If no Junket has been added 
heat to about 92 degrees in about 30 
minutes and hold at that temperature 
until the curd Is firm enough to spilt 
open when squeezed. It should not be 
heated so long that it Is tough and rub­ 
bery. 
Usually from 5 to 15 minutes 
will be necessary to firm the curd. 
“If Junket bas been used, heat the 
curd slower hut to a higher tempera, 
ture, going to about HO degrees to 
112 degrees In about GO to 75 minutes’ 
time. Hold the cheese at HO degrees 
to 112 degrees until the curd is firmed. 
“Drain the whey through cheese­ 
cloth or strainer and wash curd twice 
with cold water In order to chill curd 
and remove excess acid. 
The wash 
water Is removed each time the same 
as whey. 
“As soon as the curd seems to have 
drained dry add salt at the rate of 2 
ounces for each IO pounds of curd, and 
package. A little croam will make the 
cheese more palatable. 
Glass Jars or 
paraffined paper containers may be 
used to advantage for marketing the 
product. 
“The finished product should be in 
the form of large mellow flakes and 
should not be soft or pasty or tough. 
Neither should It have a high acid 
flavor.’

Artificial light, now in its infancy, will revol­ 
utionize our life, turning night completely into day. 
The city’s business hours will be 24, instead of eight 
or ten; people will work in six hour shifts. 
We shall 
get our food probably by radio, with convenient radio 
food broadcasting stations at every comer.

FTER Nicholas Appert’s inven­ 
tion of canning saved sailors 
from the scourge of scurvy by 
providing them with garden foods and 
fresh meats, the sea 
returned the 
compliment 
by 
sending 
deep-sea 
dainties to people who live far in­ 
land. 
Today there are thirty-five 
varieties of fish products canned, and 
the housewife finds at least as many 
more ways of using them. 


People o f every race live in the 
United States, and they have brought 
their liking for their native foods with 
them. 
Consequently we have “finnan 
haddie,” French Caviar, sardines, and 
anchovies 
from 
the 
Mediterranean 
chiefly as appetizers in various re­ 
cipes for hors d’o.uvres. 
But much 
of the fish labelled “imported” comes 
from under the jurisdiction of Can­ 
ada, with which country the United 
States has a friendly agreement about 
fisheries. 
Canned haddock cod, her­ 
ring, mackerel, sardines, shad, and 
shell fish are largely east coast indus­ 
tries ; salmon and tuna fish are canned 
chiefly on the west coast. 


In all fish lore tile sardine has the 
most curious history. 
Guiglio Tren- 
tino, an Italian, began preserving pil­ 
chard minnows on the island of Sar­ 
dinia about 
1850. 
He called them 
“sardines,1* 
France, Spain and Italy 
began to put up these minnows too, 
and small sprats as well. 
In Norway 
they can mussa and sild fish and call 
them sardines. In Maine and in Japan 
the fish used are small herring; in 
California, a species of pilchard, and 
in other countries various kinds of 
small fish. 
It will be seen that there 
is no such fish as a sardine. 
As a 
matter of fact the kind of fish canned. 
as sardines does not matter much; 
(the quality depend* on the way they 


are canned. 
The little fish are so 
delicate that they must be handled 
with great care. 
The general proce­ 
dure is to behead, clean and wash 
them, fry them in deep fat, drain, pack 
them carefully in flat tins, and fill 
the tins with olive oil. 
Oysters, so often the housewife’s 
stand-by for a cocktail, soup, or scal­ 
lop, are put up chiefly in Maryland, 
down the Atlantic coast to Florida 
and 
around the Gulf of Mexico. 
Along the north Atlantic coast they 
were once abundant, but now must 
be artificially cultivated, and fresh 
oysters bring such good prices in 
eastern cities that it does not pay to 
can them. 
W ho has not tasted, and asked 
for clam chowder? 
Three kinds of 
clams are packed, the hard and soft 
clams of the Atlantic coast, and a 
Pacific coast species, the razor clam. 
Shrimps, crabs, and lobsters make 
the foundation for some of the inland 
housewife’s most attractive and nu­ 
tritious salads. 
Shrimps arc canned 
chiefly in States bordering on the 
Gulf of Mexico where they are abund­ 
ant. 
Only the tail is eaten. 
Canned 
crabs come mostly from the Norfolk 
and Virginia coast and from Japan 
where crabs are plentiful and the 
people work for small wages to can 
them. 
Lobsters are caught in traps 
or pots along the N orth Atlantic 
coast, and brought alive to the can­ 
nery, boiled for about thirty minutes, 
and their meat taken from the shell 
in as large pi^es as possible. 
Only a beginning has been made 
along the sea coasts of America in 
preparing and canning anchovies, al­ 
though 
these beautiful, 
small 
fish 
blue-brown and silvery white, are ab­ 
undant along our coast;?. The Medhcr- 
irancan is famous for anchovies, the 


industry of picking and spicing them 
I being 
mainly carried 
e n 
near 
its 
shores. 
Anchovies are an ancient ap­ 
petizer. 
They were a favorite at Ro­ 
man banquets in early times. 


Caviar, the famous Russian tidbit, 
recently become familiar in American 
stores and markets, was originally 
made from roe of sturgeon, but now 
excellent caviar, made from the roe 
of salmon, codfish, herring, or white 
fish, can be bought at lower prices. 
The tuna is a splendid game of the 
mackerel species which was not used 
for canning until 1903. 
In that year 
A. P. Half hill, a sardine canner, near 
San 
Pedro, faced financial 
ruin be­ 
cause of the failure of the sardine 
run. 
So he turned to tuna fish, find­ 
ing a means of preserving them by a 
special steam pr cess. 
Canned with 
fine salad oil, the tuna attained sc 
great a popularity that it now stands 
* 
third in the value of all our tinned 
sea foods. Its flesh resembles chicken. 
It is often called “chicken of the 
sea” and is served many times in place 
of meat. 
Creamed on toast, or in 
salads it always finds enthusiastic 
favor. 
Salmon is a story by itself. 
Most 
of the world’s salmon is put up near 
the mouths of four of the longest 
salmon rivers: the Yukon, the Colum­ 
bia, 
the 
Frazer, and 
the Copper. 
Canned salmon is used baked, in soup, 
cold in salads and sandwiches, fried in 
hors d’ocuvres, *and in many other 
ways. 
Like some other sea fish, it 
contains iodine, so necessan* to the in­ 
land 
dw- lier, ard in food value as 
well 
as popularity ranks first among 
sea foods, 
Tt would be hard to find a bouse-
